| The “Blood case,” as it has com: 
to be known, has excited so much | 
|interest in Warren County that bank- 

ers and business men of Galesburg | 
and Abington have “laid off” to} 
hear the case. Stories told by the! 
witnesses brought to the stand may | 
'be summed up as follows: 

James and Hiram Blood were | 
known to their neighbors as hermits 
of great wealth. Neither had ever 
‘married. A few years ago A. Ger 
trude Merrill paid a lengthy visit to 
the home of James Blood, where she 
remained on, despite frequent ex- 
pressions by James Blood, as sworn | 
to by several witnesses, that she was | 
not welcome. 

Left Number of Notes. 

On May 3, 1916, Hiram Blood died. 
A few days before his death, Miss 
Merrill had been made legatee of all 
of Hiram’s personal property, con- 
Sisting chiefly of notes, which he ne- | 
_gotiated in her favor in the pres- 
ence of several witnesses brought 
from Abington for the purpose by 
'Miss Merrill.. 

Less than a fortnight later James 
Blood, the other brother, died of an 
|affection from which he had been 
‘suffering for years. Prior to his 
death Miss Merrit; -witnesses swore. 
went to him and convinced him it 
was his brother Hiram’s dying wish 
that she should secure title to all 
realty held by the two brothers. 
James thereupon deeded over to Miss 
Merrill two farms in:- Warren County, | 
and land in Iowa and Texas, with a 
total of about 1000 acres.

Miss Merrill has since been living 
with her parents in Galesburg, mak-|

Brier also described the workings 
ofa by which every family, 
occupying more rooms than the 
number of -members of the family, 
had to open its home to admit one 
person for each vacant room. 
“These might be honest working 
people,” he said, ‘they might be 
hooligans. You had no choice. You 
took them in, and they shared the 
use of the kitchen and of all parts 
of the house.” 

He declared that anti-Bolshevik 
propaganda, exaggerting the facts as 
to Bolshevism, did more harm than 
good He classed with such harm- 
ful propaganda the stories of the na 
tionalization of women.

With total prohibition for all spir- 

its, and for strong wines comprising 

champagne, hock, port, madeira and | 
sherry, there is conspicuously more 
drunkenness in Norway's” capital 
than in Stockholm. Prohibition has} 
been tested out in Norway for a cou- 
ple of years and failed to make good. | 
There is every probability of its be- 


ing repealed this fall. 


The interim prohibition, which 
though forbidding the sale of the 
above-mentioned liquors and alco-| 
| holic beer, permitted the sale of light 
‘wines of less than 12 per cent alco- | 
| hol content, was introduced arbitrar- | 
ily as a vote-catching measure of the | 
Knudson Government. It caught a 
| good many votes at the time, but! 
‘speedily developed into a boomerany | 
that lost 10 votes for each it had 
|. gained, as was seen at the last elec- 


tions in 1918, when, mainly on that 


account, the party suffered a bad de- 
feat. From all over the country 
come insistent demands that a na- 
tional referendum be taken on prohi- 
bition. It has not only led to more 


intoxication than ever, but it has de- 


veloped a serious contempt for law. 
Unless a referendum is taken it is 


felt that the Knudson Government 
will stand no chance at the nent 


elections. The referendum is ex- 


nected to he taken at the end of the

will show. 
Prohibition Came Too Early. 
As in Sweden, it has been shown 
that prohibition legislation cannot be 
introduced ahead of ae sufficient 


amount of preliminary education of

‘and refining as. something disgrace- | 


ful, there is a séntiment that regards 
it as a sportsmanlike pursuit. To be 
caught making it is no more disgrace 
than to be caught exceeding the 
speed limit in America. With this 
sentiment and with an abundance of 
materials for liquor making, prohibi- 
tion has no chance of coping. Norway 
will probably have instead a system 
like the Swedish Bratt syste, in 
which liquor is rationed and saloons 
are gradually put out of business.
